I've  processed  all  of  your  comments  and  refreshed  the  review  spreadsheet;  see  attached.  I 
suspect  that  most  of  the  remaining  305(b)  unreconciled  causes  are  part  of  the  “Monitoring 
and  Evaluation  List”  you  mentioned  and  I'm  not  sure  how  to  handle  those.  They  were  in  the 
database  as  impaired  in  2010  and  they  don't  exist  at  all  in  2012.  So  I guess  the  question  is 
whether  they  should  be  copied  to  2012  or  just  left  unreconciled.  Or,  if  you  wanted  them  to 
be  reconciled,  we  could  "restore"  them  with  a reason  of  "Data  and/or  information  lacking  to 
determine  WQ  status;  original  basis  for  listing  was  incorrect",  which  doesn't  really  match 
the  situation,  but  is  our  default  "cause  isn't  restored  but  we  want  to  reconcile  it"  reason.  We 
can  put  a comment  in  with  it  better  explaining  if  you'd  like.

There  are  a lot  of  unreconciled  305(b) 
causes,  most  of  which  you  didn't  comment  on.  If  these  are  restored,  can  you  please 
select  the  correct  restoration  reason  from  the  drop-down  in  column  E?  (I  can  send  you
